A VIGILANT neighbour grab¬ 
bed a teenager as he fled 
from the scene of a house 
burglary, a court has heard. 

Despite being held in a head- 
lock, Damien Peters, 18, man¬ 
aged to wriggle free and ran off 
leaving a trail of stolen items 
behind him. 

Ipswich Crown Court heard how 
police had managed to identify Peters

through DNA analysis of blood smears 
on some of his haul, which he had 
dropped. Peters, who admitted two 
charges of burglary and one of robbing 
a 16-year-old boy of a £250 mobile 
phone, narrowly escaped an immediate 
jail sentence. 

He admitted stealing to fed his drug 
habit, to buy cocaine and heroin, but 
Richard Potts said in mitigation that his 


client wanted to change his ways. 
Peters was sentenced to a total of 12 
months detention in a young offenders’ 
institution, suspended for 18 months 

Prosecutor Michael Crimp said that 
shortly after 2am on April 10 last year, 
David Palmer heard a bang outside his 
home in Haverhill and went out to 
investigate. 

Mr Palmer found Peters climbing 
over the roof of a shed near an adjacent 
property in Yeldham Close. He had tried 
to detain Peters but could not maintain 


his grip. Police discovered that Peters 
had broken into the home of an elderly 
woman, who had been in the property 
and unaware of what was taking place. 

Stolen items included cash, a camera, 
handbags and an electronic games 
station belonging to the woman's 
grandson. 

In total, the haul was valued at £1,330 
but £680 worth was recovered from 
what Peters had dropped as he ran 
from the scene.

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Zoo open again 
after big freeze

A ZOO is counting the cost 
after freezing temperatures 
caused it to close for two 
weeks. 

Family-run Linton Zoo kept the 
home fires burning for animals by 
using extra heat lamps during the 
bitter conditions - but with no 
income from visitors for two weeks, 
zoo owners are dreading a high 
energy bill. 

During the latest cold spell, the 
car park was covered in 18 inches 
of snow, the grassy paths became 
slippery and two ponds froze. 

Zoo owner Kim Simmons said 
the birds, which lived happily in the 
aviary for years, were moved to 
temporary accommodation and 
heat lamps have been used to keep 
red kangaroos, porcupines and 
zebras warm. 

The giant tortoises also had extra 
heat lamps fitted in their enclosure 
and bottled gas was bought in for 
the extra heaters. 

Ms Simmons said: “The impact 
of the weather is quite bad on us. 

We dread to think what our energy 
bill will be. 

“People have sent generous

donations in to us, which we’re 
really thankful for, which they 
would have spent coming to the 
zoo if it had been open. 

“The biggest problem for us now 
is picking up the energy bill at the 
end. We don’t know how much it 
will be but we’re expecting it to be 
big.” 

The freezing temperatures made 
the car park an “ice rink” and many 
of the paths unwalkable, so for 
safety reasons the zoo, which is 
home to more than 100 animals, 
locked its gates on Friday, 
December 17. 

Ms Simmons added: “We can’t 
put grit on some of the grass 
pathways and we were using 
coarse sand and grit on the gravel 
paths when the snow first started to 


fall but then the weather beat us. 

“We had people drive to the 
gates but we couldn’t let them in - 
it’s very painful to turn them away. 

“The animals really miss the 
visitors so we’re hoping the snow 
holds off from now on.” 

The zoo reopened last Friday 
and is welcoming both visitors and 
donations. 

The zoo also is appealing for 
people to donate their unwanted 
Christmas trees for use in the 
aviary. Trees with roots are 
preferred but the zoo will take any 
trees and ask people to leave them 
in the driveway. 

Once the zoo has finished with 
the trees it uses them in its biomass 
burner, which helps reduce the 
energy bill.

Peters, of Parkington 
Walk, Bury St Edmunds, 
had pleaded guilty to 
burglary at the house in 
Haverhill, as well as 
another burglary and the 
robbery, both in Bury St 
Edmunds, in August. 

Mr Potts said: “Some¬ 
times there comes a point 
where people decide to 
make a break with their 
past and do something 
about it. He states that the 
time has come for him.” 

Recorder David Ander¬ 
son said: “I think you are 
bright enough to realise 
that if this sort of behav¬ 
iour continues you are 
going to spend a very 
considerable amount of 
your life behind bars.” 

He added: “You came 
very, very close indeed to 
going immediately to 
prison for a considerable 
period of time. It is going 
to require huge effort 
from you to meet all these 
conditions.” 

During the 18 months, 
Peters will remain under 
Probation Service super¬ 
vision, be subject to a 
drug rehabilitation order 
and have to participate in 
a programme designed to 
tackle offending behav¬ 
iour.

HAVERHILL councillors 
have written to the 
Prime Minister, asking 
that residents residents 
be given special consid¬ 
eration when changes to 
the benefit system come 
into force. 

Members of the town 
council agreed at their 
meeting on Tuesday to 
raise their concerns with 
David Cameron, but 
councillors Anne Gower 
and Karen Richardson 
asked not to have their 
signatures included. 

Cllr Margaret Marks 


said that with the town’s 
high number of young 
single mothers and 
young families, many 
people were already 
struggling. 

She said: “What we 
want to say to the Prime 
Minister is that we supp¬ 
ort the fact that cuts 
have to be made and 
that we are in a rec¬ 
ession, but they have to 
be very careful in 
communities which are 
under-privileged, and 
we have one of the 
biggest deprivation 


communities in Haver¬ 
hill. 

“We would ask that 
they look at this on a 
case to case basis.” 

The letter states: “In a 
town with a substantial 
proportion of residents 
in social housing, in 
some wards exceeding 
36 per cent, any changes 
to social housing ten¬ 
ancy rules will have an 
adverse impact on the 
population already 
living in nationally 
recognised areas of 
deprivation.”

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Public make appeal over policing 


SUFFOLK’S Chief Con¬ 
stable has been told that 
residents want to see 
more bobbies on the 
beat - despite the £13 
million deficit the force 
is facing. 

Chief Constable Sim¬ 
on Ash attended Tues¬ 
day night’s meeting of 
Haverhill Town Council, 
where he outlined the 
future of policing in 
Suffolk, which includes 
the appointment of a 
new policing comm¬ 
issioner by May next 
year. 

Suffolk Police Auth¬ 
ority will be replaced by 
a new police and crime 
panel, with 12 instead of 
17 members. 

Town, borough and 
county councillor Anne 
Gower said town coun¬ 
cillors were concerned 


that the changes - exp¬ 
ected to cost around £50 
million nationally - 
would not produce any¬ 
thing very different to 
the existing system at a 
time of extreme budget 
cuts. 

She said: “We are all 
facing cuts and this 
really just seems like 
more of the same. 

“Simon Ash said they 
wanted more public 
involvement and my 
question was, Tike 
what’? Can we provide 
school crossing patrols 
or parking wardens? 
Where are all these 
volunteers they talk 
about going to come 
from? 

“As a town council we 
have already declined to 
match fund a comm¬ 
unity support officer

because we did not feel 
we would have enough 
say in what they did. We 
are already paying 
council tax for policing, 
so can we expect council 
tax payers to pay again? 

“All the councillors 
said the things that are 


important to them are 
parking in the High 
Street, speeding and 
anti-social behaviour. 
These are things we are 
already talking to our 
Safer Neighbour Team 
officers about, and they 
are working extremely 
well in Haverhill. 

“Simon Ash said we 
have an extra Pc and a 
PCSO in the town, but as 
the population grows we 
are going to need even 
more. What people want 
to see is more visible 
police officers on the 
streets and we shall 
continue to press for 
this.” 

Moves are already in 
progress to merge some 
clerical duties with 
Norfolk police, which 
could save £5 million for 
each of the two forces.

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Sir, Greetings and good wishes to 
all for 2011. 

The Labour Group would like to 
thank sincerely those of you who 
visited our stall at the late night 
shopping event. 

We distributed 1,500 leaflets and 
welcomed the opportunity to 
share with you what our 
campaigning issues are for 
Haverhill and our ward residents.

“It seems to be a 50/50 split on 
the issue between those who 
don’t think a 2,5 cent increase 
will make that much difference 
to those who think it is too much.

We don’t have that many empty 
shops and we still have local 
people, like the new men’s shop 
at the top of the town, opening 
new businesses in Haverhill.

“There is so much resilience 
here in Haverhill in terms of the 
traders and their confidence, 
which I believe will carry them 
through this undoubtedly diff¬ 
icult time.

Big freeze sparks plea to conserve grit 


HIGHWAYS chiefs are plea¬ 
ding with communities to 
use grit sparingly after a 
record-breaking cold snap. 

Salt bins will not be re¬ 
filled until further notice 
and no supplies will be pro¬ 
vided to community groups 
because Cambridgeshire’s 
stocks are down to just 
below 3,000 tonnes. 


The stores started with 
18,000 tonnes and have 
been recently topped up by 
a further 1,000 tonnes, but 
this has been depleted after 
39 runs during freezing 
weather - about double the 
number of runs made by 
lorries last year. 

In a letter to parish coun¬ 
cils, Cllr Mac McGuire, 


Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s highways chief, 
said there was enough grit 
left for about 24 treatments. 

He said: “We need to 
conserve salt stocks and so 
we will not be able to refill 
grit bins or provide to 
community groups in un- 
parished areas in the short 
term.”

ANGRY pensioner Terence 
Turner is furious that icy 
footpaths have not been 
cleared in his home town 
over the past weeks. 

Mr Turner, 67, contacted the 
police and Suffolk County 
Council about the untreated 
pavements across Haverhill, 
which he felt were a danger to 
pedestrians and almost impass¬ 
able for those with wheelchairs 
or pushchairs. 

Mr Turner, of Horsham Close, 
Haverhill, said: “It is an absolute 
disgrace. 

“I have lived in Haverhill for 44 
years and I have never seen it 
this bad. Walking down from my 
house to Sainsbury’s, it was so 
bad I could hardly stand up. It 
would not happen in Bury St 
Edmunds, but they don’t seem to 
bother about Haverhill. 

“We know about cutbacks, but 
why is it they still waste £3 
million on consultants’ fees, but 
they cannot clear the footpaths. 
Everything is done for Bury and 
Ipswich, we just seem to be the 
poor relation. 

“I am paying £1,500 in council 
tax and all they do is empty the 
bins. Surely they have a respon¬ 
sibility for people’s safety, it was 
just lethal underfoot. I am sure 
there must have been a lot of 
falls because of it. 

“They did not even clear the 
cars parks properly and I saw 
people struggling with push¬ 
chairs. They say there is no 
money, but they pay council 


officers £200,000 and the new 
Arc centre in Bury St Edmunds 
cost £100million, with £3million 
in consultants’ fees. It is just 
crazy.” 

A spokesman for Suffolk 
County Council said: “The 
council does not pre-treat foot¬ 


ways for frost. 

“Footways are treated for 
severe ice and snow, on a re¬ 
active basis, as our resources 
allow. 

“If footways are treated they 
are done so on a priority basis 
starting with town centres and 
footways near schools.” 


Barriers bid 
wins support

SEPTEMBER 

More than 60 students 
were thrown out of class 
after wearing the wrong 
trousers to school.

Developers unveiled 
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plans for a £12 million 
business and retail park 
on the former Project 
Office Furniture site at 
Hamlet Green, Haverhill.

but the plan was opposed 
by Haverhill Town 
Council, who feared it 
would damage the town 
centre, and was later 
rejected by planners.

NOVEMBER 

Suffolk and Norfolk 
police authorities agreed 
to share services and save 
£10 million over four 
years. Suffolk’s assistant 
chief constable Charlie 
Hall admitted the move 
would mean job losses, 
but said it would also 


increase efficiency. 

Haverhill Chamber of 
Commerce called for 
more 'top end’ homes to 
be built and said the 
town’s future prosperity 
was threatened by the 
lack of them. Sarah 
Howard, chairman of the 
chamber, complained 
that their views had been 
ignored by planners. 

The future of 
Haverhill’s Arts Centre 
was secured - at least 
until 2012 - after St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council ruled out any 
cuts to its budget. Town 
clerk Gordon Mussett had 
warned that 60 per cent 
of the centre’s staff could 
be made redundant if 
funding was cut. 

A cruel coincidence 
saw two 91 -year- old 
women robbed of cash 
while shopping in 
Haverhill. One had her 
purse snatched and the 
other had her handbag 
stolen. The thefts were on 
different days at different 
shops and police warned 
shoppers to be on their 
guard in the run up to 
Christmas.

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Stammering 
needn’t be a 
life sentence 


S TARRING Colin Firth and 
Helena Bonham-Carter, 
The King's Speech has been 
described as “inspirational” 
and “the best film of 2010” by 
many US critics. 

It details the unlikely friendship of 
King George VI and Lionel Logue, a 
speech therapist whose 
unconventional methods helped 
‘Bertie’ to conquer his stammer. 

This success helped George to save 
the monarchy following the abdication 
of his brother, Edward VIII, and unite 
the country throughout the Second 
World War. 

The film, however, has added 
poignancy for the thousands of people 
in who have struggled with speech 
impediments. 

Robert Coe, who runs a support 
group for stammerers at Chesterton 
Medical Centrem in Cambridge, is 
looking forward to watching the movie 
after successfully beating a stammer as

a teenager. Mr Coe, who is now an 
English teacher, said: “It’s great to see a 
high-profile person with a stammer 
portrayed positively on film. 

“Too many times, people with 
stammers or stutters are used for 
comic purposes. Alternatively, people 
with stammers are shown to be strange 
or slightly dangerous. 

“In fact, there are 700,000 people 
with some form of stammer, which is

the same number of people as in 
wheelchairs, but there is virtually no 
coverage of it. 

“ The King's Speech will be a very 
significant thing for people with 
stammers. Lionel Logue was quite 
groundbreaking in his time because he 
made the link between the physical 
disability and the psychological aspect 
of it. He realised that the brain was 
incorrectly wired to the vocal chords, 
but the stammer was just the iceberg 
above the surface. 

“It only represented a small part of 
what was beneath the surface. Below 
there was all the anxiety, stress and 
other problems, such as speaking to 
people in authority, that people with 
stammers possess. 

“He also focused on breathing 
techniques, which are very important. 

“I had a bad stammer until I was 14 
and hated school. I still remember the 
dread I felt on a Monday knowing that I 
might be called upon to read out loud 


in class. I’m now an English teacher 
myself, which is ironic, and I find 
talking slowly in class is useful for my 
students. It’s also a great therapy for 
me.” 

Charlie King, 29, of Alpha Road, was 
also afflicted by a childhood stammer. 

Mr King, who now works for the 
Foreign Office in London, said: “People 
with stammers suffer in the shadows, 
so I hope this film brings to light the 
problems they face. 

“I was quite young when I managed 
to beat it, but I remember how 
embarrassed I felt at school. I used to 
dread reading out loud and was very 
frustrated that I could not express 
myself as I wanted. 

“This is the first film to show a 
famous stammer sufferer, but there 
have been many. Winston Churchill 
also suffered from one, as did Nye 
Bevan.” 

Corinne Garvey, a speech and 
language therapist for the NHS in 


Cambridgeshire, said: “The saddest 
cases are those people who have to 
take menial jobs because they cannot 
communicate with anyone. 

“People can feel embarrassed, 
ashamed and angry about their 
stammer, but there is lots of help out 
there for people. 

“No-one needs to suffer from a 
stammer today. It requires a great deal 
of hard work and we focus on 
breathing, easing into words and 
tackling fear and embarrassment that 
has built up. 

“It’s better if we can help children 
with speech impediments because if 
you intervene early, you do not have 
those extra layers of anxiety and stress 
that are built up over the years. 

“Things have moved on a lot since 
the 1940s, but I would advise everyone 
to watch the film.”

A HOSPICE chief has become 
one of the first to graduate with 
a masters in hospice leader¬ 
ship. 

Barbara Gale, chief executive of St 
Nicholas Hospice Care, which is based 
in Bury St Edmunds and provides care 
for families in the Haverhill area, was 
one of 12 leaders to gain the qualifi¬ 
cation after a two-year programme. 

The course, set up by Lancaster 
University Management School in 
partnership with the International 
Observatory on End of Life Care and 
charity Help the Hospices, was de¬ 
signed to address the development 
needs and challenges facing leaders in 
hospice care, now and in the future. 

Mrs Gale said: “The programme is 
an example of hospice collaboration at 
its best. As a group of professionals we 
worked together - sharing and learn¬ 
ing from the ideas and expertise that 
already exists within the sector. 

“Thanks to the programme I have 
brought new ideas and working pract¬ 
ices to the hospice and, most import¬ 


antly, I now feel I have the right tools, 
expertise and confidence to lead the 
organisation into the next decade and 
manage the changes that will face us.” 

Towergate Charitable Foundation 
awarded £80,000 in grants to enable 
the hospice professionals to undertake 
the masters and continues to provide 


£5,000 individual grants to profess¬ 
ionals wanting to take the programme. 

Sally Watson, programme director at 
Lancaster University Management 
School, said: “Through this new 
programme we have worked with 
professionals, ranging from hospice 
chief executives to directors of 


nursing, to enable them to integrate 
their leadership practice in the context 
of modern hospice care. 

“We have also created a network of 
people engaged in learning about 
leadership who can share good 
practice across participating organis¬ 
ations and services.”

INSPIRED by Slavomir Rawicz’s 
memoir The Long Walk: The True 
Story Of A Trek To Freedom - The 
Way Back is a harrowing tale of 
courage and endurance against 
the odds during the Second 
World War. 

Australian director Peter Weir 
certainly has the pedigree to 
tackle such sweeping subject 
matter. He recreated the hard- 
fought Gallipoli campaign in his 
1981 film starring Mel Gibson 
and most recently, he ventured 
on the high seas with Russell 
Crowe for Master And 
Commander: The Far Side Of 
The World. 

Weir’s new film is epic in scope, 
combining elements of Rawicz’s 
book with first-person accounts 
told to the director and co-writer 
Keith Clarke as part of their 
extensive research. 
Cinematographer Russell Boyd 
captures the rugged beauty of 
the frozen wastelands of Siberia 
and the Mongolian desert, where 
the story unfolds. 

We get a vivid sense of the 
physical ordeal that lies ahead 
for the characters as they 
embark on a 4,000-mile trek to 


freedom that we know, from a 
caption at the beginning of the 
film, will end in tragedy for more 
than half of the cast. 

In Soviet-occupied Poland, 
officer Janusz (Jim Sturgess) is 
falsely incriminated as a foreign 
spy by his wife (Sally Edwards) 
and sent to a Russian gulag in 
Siberia. 

Behind the gulag walls, Janusz 
meets Khabarov (Mark Strong), 
who claims that escape is 
possible if they head south to 
Lake Baikal, using the elements 
to cover their tracks. 

The Way Back maintains a 
deliberately slow pace so we are 
with the escapees every arduous 


step of the way. We shiver in the 
cold and feel the rippling heat of 
the desert where more of the 
prisoners take their final breaths. 
Sturgess and fellow escapees 
Ed Harris and Colin Farrell 
deliver strong performances, 
while Saoirse Ronan, who also 
joins the remarkable odyssey, 
once again demonstrates 
emotional depth beyond her 
tender years. 

The enormity of what the real 
escapees achieved 
overshadows anything that Weir 
could ever commit to celluloid. 
But at 132 minutes, The Way 
Back allows us to walk for a 
while in their historic footsteps.

Return 


T here will be no let-up in 
the grow-your-own 
campaign this year as 
gardeners continue to strive 
towards harvesting their own 
fruit and vegetables, according 
to the results of a new survey 

Following the current trend towards 
The Good Life, top items that people 
want for their gardens in 2011 include 
a vegetable plot, according to research 
commissioned by Hangar Seven, an 
agency specialising in garden centre 
marketing. 

So, if you've never had a vegetable 
patch, now’s the time to start planning 
ahead. Whichever plot you choose, it 
will need to have some sunshine to 
enable you to grow a wide variety of 
veg. 

Also, take note of the micro-climate 
of your garden. Is it in a frost pocket, 
exposed to prevailing winds, or 
sheltered by neighbouring hedges, 
walls or fences? Are you in a cold part 
of the country or further south? All 
these considerations will make a 
difference to what you can grow and 
your harvesting times. 

Small gardens which are enclosed 
by walls can be a couple of degrees 
warmer at night, but remember that 
each wall has dry stone along its base 
which will require extra watering. 

Sunlovers include tomatoes, 
peppers and beans, which need 
temperatures of 5C (4IF) to grow and 
are best sown indoors and planted out 
when all danger of frost has passed, 
which could be late May or early June. 

Hardy plants which will survive 
frost down to - IOC (14F) include fruit

bushes, strawberries, kale, Brussels 
sprouts and chives. 

Those which will survive 
occasional light frost include 
sprouting broccoli, chard and 
artichokes. 

Digging over the ground and 
removing all weeds is the first step 
towards a fruitful vegetable garden, 
but soil improvement is also of major 
importance. 

Check the pH level of your soil by 
buying a tester kit at your garden 
centre, to show you the level of acidity 
or alkalinity, which will give you 
some idea of what crops you can 
grow. 

Veg and herbs tend to thrive in 
neutral soil. If your soil is acidic, you 
may need to add lime to make it more 
alkaline. Even if it’s neutral, an 
addition of lime every four years will 
help retain the balance as any soil that 
is intensively worked will become 
more acidic over the years. 

Check your soil’s texture to 
determine what needs to be added to it 
to improve it and what crops will do 
best. 

Rub a clump of it between your 
fingers. If it forms a ball without 


cabbage patch kids 


crumbling and feels smooth and 
sticky, it’s likely to be clay. 

If it forms a ball but falls apart 
quickly, it will be loam and if it 
doesn't roll into a ball at all and feels 
gritty, it’s likely to be sandy soil. 

It’s more difficult to grow root veg 
on heavy clay soils which are often 
stony, while brassicas don’t like sandy 
soil. 

Whatever your soil type, improve it 
by adding plenty of organic matter, 
such as well-rotted manure or compost 
to increase nutrients and improve 
texture, aeration of the soil and 
drainage. 

If you are a beginner, think about 
how much time and effort you're 
prepared to spend on your chosen 
crop. Some plants, such as beans, 
courgettes and radishes will provide a 
bumper crop with little effort. 

Others are much more time- 
consuming. Tomatoes, for example, 
need plenty of regular watering and 
feeding, staking, pinching out and 
protecting from adverse weather. And 
if you go away on holiday when they 
need harvesting in the summer and 
you don’t have family or neighbours 
who can pick them for you, you’ll lose 
the lot. 

If you haven’t got a greenhouse and 
don’t want to take up all your 
windowsill space for seed trays, 
consider growing crops which will 
germinate outside later in the spring, 
like lettuces, onions, peas, radishes, 
broad beans, beetroot and carrot. 

Most importantly, grow veg which 
you like to eat - if radishes aren’t your 
bag, there’s no point having a bumper BUMPER CROP: Vegetable plots have become a fashionable must- 
crop of them. have as people seek to grow their own produce.

All will be revealed on 
speed cameras this year 


DRIVERS will be able to 
find out which speed 
cameras catch the most 
motorists under plans 
outlined by the 
Government last week. 

Local authorities and the 
police will have to publish 
full information about 
speed cameras under 
proposals announced by 
Road Safety Minister Mike 
Penning. 

This could include data 
about accident rates at 
camera sites, vehicle speeds 
and the numbers of 
motorists prosecuted or 
offered training after 
offences recorded by 
cameras. It will be available 
by April 2011. 

Mr Penning said this 
week: “Public bodies should 
be accountable and if 
taxpayers’ money is being 
spent on speed cameras 
then it is right that 
information about their 
effectiveness is available to 
the public. 

“The proposals I have

announced today will help 
show what impact cameras 
are having on accident and 
casualty rates and also how 
the police are dealing with 
offenders. 

“This is in line with our 
commitment to improve 
transparency of 

government data so that 
the public are able to make 
more informed judgments 
about the work of local and 
central government.” 


The Department for 
Transport will be working 
with police and local 
authority representatives as 
well as the Highways 
Agency to discuss the 
details of what should be 
published and how. 

It is thought that one 
camera on the Mil near 
east London has produced 
fines of more than £2 
million over five years and 
that other camera sites 


have also resulted in fines 
of many thousands of 
pounds a year. 

The AA’s head of road 
safety, Andrew Howard, told 
the Daily Telegraph: “We 
have always supported 
transparency as a way of 
making cameras publicly 
acceptable.” 

Robert Gifford, executive 
director of the 
Parliamentary Advisory 
Council for Transport 
Safety, told the Telegraph: “I 
am completely comfortable 
with this. 

“It is the sort of things 
better (camera/safety) 
partnerships will have been 
doing.” 

Neil Greig, director of 
policy and research at the 
Institute of Advanced 
Motorists (IAM), said: “We 
welcome any move to im¬ 
prove the transparency of 
speed camera operations. 

“A recent IAM survey 
showed that, while speed 
cameras overall had a 70 
per cent approval rating, 


nearly half of respondents 
believed revenue gener¬ 
ation through fines was the 
main motive behind their 
installation. 

“More transparent 
information that clearly 
links speed cameras to 
fewer deaths and serious 
injuries will be an excellent 
way of persuading the 
doubters that they do 
deliver.” 

Philip Gomm, a 
spokesman for the RAC 
Foundation, said: “Road 
safety policy should be 
based on facts and analysis, 
not rumour and headlines. 
Where cameras are doing a 
good job then they should 
be kept. If others are badly 
sited or can be proved to be 
about raising money then 
they should be turned off. 

“What we don’t want is a 
knee-jerk, blanket policy of 
decommissioning just 
because someone thinks it 
is a good idea without the 
evidence to support the 
move.”

ORDER 2010 

NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN that the Secretary of State 
for Transport has made an Order on the A11 Trunk Road 
in the County of Cambridgeshire to ensure the safety of 
the work force whilst resurfacing, drainage, barrier 
maintenance and road marking works are taking place. 
The works, which will be carried out over 2 phases 
overnight (9pm - 6am), are expected to begin on, or 
after, Monday 10 January 2011. 

The effect of the Order will be to close - 

1. for 5 nights from Monday 10 January 2011 (phase 1), 
the All northbound - 

1.1 carriageway between its junctions with the exit 
slip road leading to the A1301 (at the point 
where it merges with Ml 1 Motorway, north of 
Junction 9a) and the entry slip road leading from 
the Fulbourn/Balsham Junction, 

1.2 entry slip roads leading from the A1301, the 
A505 Pampisford, and the A1307 (Cambridge 
Road), and 

1.3 exit slip road leading to the Fulbourn/Balsham 
Junction; and 

2. for 5 nights (weekdays only) from Wednesday 19 
January 2011 or when phase 1 of the works have 
been completed (phase 2), the A11 southbound - 

2.1 carriageway between - 

2.1.1 the centre point of the Swaffham Heath 
Road overbridge and its junction with the 
entry slip road leading from the A1304 
Six Mile Bottom Interchange, and 

2.1.2 its junctions with the exit slip road 
leading to the Fulbourn/Balsham 
Junction and the entry slip road leading 
from the A1301; 

2.2 entry slip roads leading from the Fulbourn/ 
Balsham Junction, and Great Abingdon, 

2.3 exit and entry slip roads leading to and from 
Worsted Lodge and the A1307 Cambridge 
Road,and 

2.4 exit slip roads leading to the A1307 Cambridge 
Road and the A1301. 

All lay-bys adjacent to the lengths of trunk road 
described at 1.1 and 2.1 above will be closed for 24 
hours a day throughout the relevant works period. 

Diversion Routes 

For phase 1 - 

• the main diversion route will be via the Ml 1 and A14, 

• local vehicles at 1.1.1 will be via the A14 to 
Exning Interchange (J37) onto the A11 

For phase 2 - 

• the main diversion route will be via the A14 and Mil, 

• local vehicles at 2.1.1 will be via the A11 
northbound and A14 to join the main diversion, 

• local vehicles will be directed off the main 
diversion at J10 of the Ml 1 onto the A505 to 
rejoin the A11, 

• local vehicles from the Great Abington area will 
be directed onto the A505 westbound to join the 
main diversion at J10 of the Mil, and 
southbound at the A1307 to join this diversion at 
the A505 junction, and 

• an additional diversion for local vehicles will 
direct vehicles for the Great Chesterford area 
from the A505 onto the A1301 to the A11. 

Emergency service, traffic officer, winter service 
maintenance and residents of Worsted Lodge will be 
escorted through the works and the closures (which will 
not apply to the aforesaid or works vehicles) and 
diversion routes will be clearly indicated by traffic signs 
throughout the works. 

The Order will come into force on 7 January 2011 and 
have a maximum duration of eighteen months.
